Guthrie. 0. T^ Sept. 29.— Conri 
ers who have srrived here this after- 
noon (iive the following particulars 
and horrible details which attended 
the opening uf the Ooverameat town 
•lite of Chan^'er in he Sac and Fox 
reservation, \.hich was opened to 
settlement obo week ago. Tbe tow n 
site was opened to settleaeatat 12 
o'clock yesterday, and the eeeae 
which followed the volley of musket 
ly whieli announced tbe opening of 
the town aite ia heyoad deeeriptloit. 

About 8,0(*0 excited men and wo- 
men bent upon aeeuring lota had 
gathered about the boundiy of the 
town. Some were on horses, Iron- 
oon, and others on foot, stripped of 
all superflaons clothing, each carry 
ing a shatpened stick with n»me and 
notice of lot taken thoreon, and all 
strun? to tho highest nitoh of excite- 
ment. At 12 o'elock sharp, the sig- 
nal was given, aad with a might yeli 
from 3,000 Uiroat*, and amid the 
cracking of whips, and volley of 
oaths, lAotttt and eursea, a eonglom- 
erate ma'^s of men and women, on 
horse and too\ rushed ^ike unii iucs 
for the town lo >. They clambered 
up the steep o' ffiilike soldiers char- 
ging a fortress. The line was one 
ir'le long on each side aad httf a 
m'le long on each end. ^ 
The rush w^s toward lot 48, wb-eb 
was reserved for a couit house. As 
the angles of tho advancing Urea 
met; many nders were unhorsed and 
hurl'ed pell rael' into the tiud Many 
pel . ions are p'poiCed killed and oth- 
ers as ha\:ng received aevero i'iuii- 
cs Mias Uaiaey, a reprejenta' ve 
of the OtttbrieMews, wsi thrown 
irom her horse at the brginn'iig (f 
the race and striking her head on a 
rook wsa kiHed. The excited and 
merciless crowd had no time to at- 
tend the dying and rode over the 
body of Hie unfortunate womar, un 
1 1 it was rocognlTed by af.-ienc', who 
took It out of the surging ma a t f 
humanity. 

As there were three or four t'mea 
ai many people as there were lot*, 
the result could easily be foretold.

Frankfobt, Ky., Sept. 28.— Tho 
Const! tutloual Convention i* a thing 
of the patt, and Kentucky ia at last 
under her new Conatiiution. 

Shortfy afterSo'elook th<a after- 
noon the last act in the framing of a 
new organic law for the people of 
Kentucky was perfurmed, aad the 
sovereign body, after the existence 
of a year and about a month, was 
seized with the rigors of death. 

The taking off was witnessed by 
an exceptionally large crowd in the 
lobbioc, the ladies being out in force. 
Many of the Sute offioiaJ;;v%T« aiso 
preeea m n A ^Teeaverf^ion had ss 
1(8 guests upon the fl or such dis- 
tinguished gentlemen as Gen. Wade 
Hampton, of South Carolina, and 
Senator Joe G. S. Blackburn, The 
ex-t)eaator ia viriting Senator Binek* 
burn at the latter's home in Ver- 
saillea, and they drove over together 
this morning through the beaatiful 
country of Woodford. 

The attendance of the dtlegates 
was surprisingly lar^e, there being 
only four absent. The signaturex 
of three ot these were appended by 
proxies, and the only delegate 
whoee name waa not aflixed was Col. 
Beaaett B. Youag. He io expeeted 
here to-night or in the moraiag, 
when he will sign. 

The signing took about an hour 
and a half, and was done with con- 
siderable formality. During most 
of the time the cannon waa booming. 
Each delegote, as his district waa 
called, would walk up to the front 
aisle directly in front of the Presi- 
dent'a desk, and affix his signature 
to the ebeepekin parchment which 
rested upon Stenographer Walker'? 
desk. Most of them had purchased 
pens and holders to be used ior this 
special oeeaaaioB, and they carefully 
replaced them in their pocketa whei; 
through, their intention being to 
pass them down to their children and 
grandcbildren, ete , ai heirlooma. 
Many of the roemberj practiced for 
a half-h( ur or more before tbe time 
arrived, upon their signature, in or- 
der to get down u impreaoive ehiro- 
grapby as possible. 

Stenogragher Walker purchased 
the table upon which the new Cor - 
stitulioa was aignad, but, when he 
heard the Uistoilcul Society of Ken- 
tucky desired it, made them a pres- 
ent of it. it was the table upon 
which he has taken bis notes during 
the long session of the convention. 

Judge Beckner way witty and ir- 
repremible to tbe laat. He suggest- 
ed, when he heard Gov. Brown had 
ordered tho cannon to be tired, that 
Providence had ordered an earth 
quake, but owing to its inMUty to 
determine exactly when the conven 
tion would adjourn, bad miesed the 
date just one day. 

What a joke it would have been i< 
thut quake had transpired to day, at 
noon! 

The last scenes in the convention 
were impremive.

Um second time in their histo 
ry. Their first meeting, called 
the Ecumenical Methodist Con- 
ference, was held in London in 
1881. It proved to be such n 
pucce.»9, and resulted in Hiich 
marked beaolit to the various 
branches of the church that 
John Wesley founded, tlat 
provision wns made for its roji 
etition at such time and place 
as the committee might deem 
best The place of the second 
Ecumenical Methodist Confer- 
ence will be in Washiiigttui, 
and the time from October 7 to 
SO.
